EXECUTIVE MANSION, August 2!).—-At the 
morning dressing of the President’s wounds 
the parotid swelling was found to have di- 
minished sensibly in size since yesterday 
morning. There had been a plentiful dis- 


charge of pus during the night from these.,, 


openings. Another yellow spot was discov- 
ered on the side of the face this morning, 
which, when it was pricked, permitted the 
free discharge of pus from another pus 
pocket. The wound in his body was found 
to be doing well. Itstill continues to dis- 
charge freely. The character of the pus dis- 
charged has not chagged materially since yes- 
terday, butis thicker and healthier in char- 
acter than a few days sinec?. 
When dressing and cleansing the wound 
this morning the cleansing catheter entered 
to a depth of fully twelveinches. Dr. Boyn- 
ton, who was inthe sick-room the greater 
portion of Jast night, says: The President 
passed a good night, sleeping most of the 
time. His sleep was more natural than on 
anv night during the past week. 
intervals of wakefulness the President’s 
mind was perfectly clear. Once, about 2 
o'clock, When awake and while taking some 
nourishment, he remarked to Dr. Boynton, 
evidently referring to his several relapses,

will have tostop at?’ Dr. Boynton says 
the President looks better and feels better 
this morning. The doctor’s hope is strength- 
ened owing totbe fact that the President 
has held his ownthrough another day and 
night. He will feel content and satisfied 
with the continuance of this stationary 
period for a few days. After that he hopes 
the work of repair and recuperation will 
commence. At this hour surgeons report the 
condition of the President quite as favorable 
as at any morning examination.

M.—There was arumor afloat this morning 
that an examination had been made of the 
President’s lungs and that unmistakeable 
evidence in the shape of a pus accumulation 
had been discovered of the secondary or 
pywemic stage of blood-poisoning. In reply 
to questions at noon, Dr. Reyburn said: 
‘*‘Since the President’s condition became so 
low we have examined his lungs carefully 
everv day and have always found them 
healthy. The report that pus cavities 
have been formed there is entirely without 
foundation.” Dr. Boynton, upon 
being questioned with regard to the same 
subject, said: “I made an examination 
of the President’s lungs myself, last night, 
and found them allright. There are no new 
complications whatever in the President’s 
case, and no unfavorable features which are 
not already known.

SUNK. 
The Steamer State of New York Goes 
Down in the Connecticut. 

NEw YORK, August 29.—It is reported 
that the steamer State of New York, of the 
New York andHartford line,sunk in the Con- 
necticut River near Goodspeed’¢ Landing.

NEW YORK, August 29,—The steamboat 
State of New York, plying between. Hartford 
and New York, which left Hartford at 4 
o’clock on Sunday ufternoon,struck on a rock 
near Goodspeed’s landing, halfway between 
Saybrook Point and Hartford, about 9 o’clock 
last night. She was immediately run ashore 
and jiesthere with stern under water. No 
panie ensued and no lives lost. 

While steaming quietly down the river she 
had to curve and make way for a schooner. 
The stern of the boat coliided with the wreck 
and the water began to pour in. The utmost 
confusion prevailed, as many were in the 
staterooms and emerged in their night 
clothes.

ment, but were saved. The water was over~

Or- 
ders were viven to the mentorun ashore, 
and just as it reached the bank the waters 
quenched the fires. 

Almost all the passengers onthe sunken 
bo at have lost their baggage, some of it being 
the rest left or lost inthe 
confusion. The baggageroom is completely 
under water. 


Well Insured. 

CLEVELAND, O., August 29.—Hempy & 
Co., whose planing mill and lumber yard 
burned last night. were insured as follows:

To- 
tal $25,000, which is less than the firm 
supposed last niyht. The loss on railway cars 
and-contents destroyed and damaged has not 
been ascertained at present, but will be 
heavy, possibly $30,000 or $40,000. It will be 
some time, if ever, before the railwav com- 
panies can definitely determine. Thethrough 
freight train from New York for Cincinnati 
suffered most. Ten cars were  con- 
sumed, all but the wheels: fifteen badly 
damaged and vontents ruined, eleven more or 
less scorched. The cars mostly belonged to 
the Lake Shore and New York Central, Hoo- 
sac Tunnel, Baltimore and Ohio, Indianapolis 
and St. Louis, Boston Dispatch and Hamil- 
ton road and Merchants’. They were loaded 
chiefly with groceries, leather, phosphoric 
furnaces, machinery, granite, coal, grain and 
woodenware.

GOOD WORK,

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_BULLET-PROOF VESTS. 


Information Brought Out by an In- 
quiry from the Far West. 
From the New York Sun. 

The following letter was recently received 
at the Sun office: 

PAUL'S VALLEY, I. T., July 29, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Sun; 

I bave the honor of addressing you afew 
Jines in regard to whatis commonly calied a 
steel-jacket. Iam an Officer of this county, 
and there are 80 many desperadoes tocontend 
with (there have been three officers killed in 
the last six weeks) that you will oblige me 
by letting me know where I can get sucha 
jacket. ; 

A Sun reporter visited gunsmiths’ shops to 
learn wketner life-saving apparatus was 
known to the trade as well as life-destroying 
appliances. He visited eight first-class shops 
ef this kind, and no onein them had ever 
heard of such steel-jackets made or sold in 
this country. Some bullet-proof vests, it was 
said. had been made bya firm one time in 
London, which is now out of bnsiness. Such 
things are made now in Paris, and might be 
imported. 

Attwo shops, one on Lroadway and the 
other on Maidea lane,it was said that such 
jackets had been madein America. In the 
Broadway establishment the proprietor de- 
scribed a vest that had been much used, he 
said, by officersinthe late war. The vests 
were made to order, and were sent to the 
front. Privates never bought them, because 
thev were expensive. Cavulry officers espe- 
cially bought them, not only because they 
were heavy, but also because they kept the 
body asstiffas though it was in a strait- 
jacket. The tailor’s work was simply to 
make strong pockets on each side that reach- 
edtothebottom of the military jacket in 
front, and well around on each side. Solid 
plates of steel were slipped into the pockets, 
and when the jackets were buttoned the plates 
metintront. They reached from the collar- 
bone tothe groin. Thesteel plate was little 
more than twice as thick asa _ blotting paper. 
The inventor tested these plates by putting 
them imto an old jacket, buckling it around a 
tree and firing at it at point-blank range. It 
was found that atwisting ball from a rille 
would go through them as though they were 
sheets of paper, but a pistol ball, even at 
close range, would be stopped and the plate 
indented. A bavonet or knife would muke 
no impression. This bullet-proof vest weigh- 
ed about five pounds. 

Jn the Maiden-lane shop it was said bythe 
proprietor that chain-armor yests had been 
made by his firm, although none were kept 
in stock, and the proprietor did hot seem to 
be over-anxious to receive an order for one. 
it was more bother thanit was worth to make 
them, he said, since inquiry was made for 
such wares only three or four times ina 
year. Theinquiries always came from the 
Southwestern States, especially from Texas. 
The vests were made, the proprietor said, in 
this city byamaninthe employ of this firm. 
The workman’s name the proprietor refused 
to divulge, saying thatthe man wasan aptist 
in this and in other ways, and that it 
wouldn’t be forthe interest of the firm to 
make his name public. The skill required to 
make these vests, continued the proprictor, 
lay in the necessity of making u garment of

Watering-Place. 
M.D. Conway in Cincinnati Commercial. 

The English people have learned that they 
can pass the summer more pleasantly and 
cheaply on the Continent than at any place of 
resort in theirown country. For example: 
Cook issues hotel coupons; the tourist goes 
to one of the hotels with which Cook has 
contracted—they are nearly «always good— 
and pays for everything except wine with his 
coupons. Now, for a series of coupons secur- 
ing board and lodging for twenty-four hours 
in any Continental hotel Cook charges eight 
shillings rnd sixpence, while for the same in 
any part of Great Britain, he charzes eleven 
shillings. The British tourist has discovered 
that this additional half-crown per day in the 
English hotel represents an inferiority in the 
entertainment he receives. He thas also 
found out that the change he desires in his 
holiday is best secured by crossing the Chan- 
nel, where he finds so much that is new, cu- 
rious, amusing.

The Fashion Stud Farm, Where Gold- 
smith Maid is Queen. 
From the Trenton State Gazette. 

The Fashion Stud Farm, sityated abouta 
mile and a half east of this city, on the 
State street road and opposite the coaling sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Lailroad, it is be- 
lieved, bas not an equal in this country. It 


was purchased about ten years ago by the | 
well known bhorsementBudd Doble and Chas. | 


the prominent 


H. Kerner, for H. N. Smith, ‘or 
not visited by 


New York banker, and was 
the latter till nearly a vear after it became 
his property. Since that time contiguous 
iands bave been purchased by Mr. Smith, 
until his farm now contains something 
ever three hundred and sixty-five ,acres, 
nearly all of which 1s under the hizhest con- 


dition of cultivation, and through which runs | 


a never-failing streain of water. It was not 


at first Mr. Smith’s purpose to establish an | 


extensive stock farm, but, owning the cele- 
brated Goldsmith Maid and other tine 
blooded horses, he bought the farm on which 
to keep and breed them. Becoming more 


and more infatuated with stock raising and | 


breeding, Mr. Smith has increased his stab‘es 
and improyed the establishment until they 
now represent a moneyed value of about half 
a ynillion dollars, his horses alone being val- 
ied at three hundred thousand dollars. 


With the single exception of Robert Bonner, | 


Mr. Smith has probably spent more money 
for horses than any manin the United States. 

With a view to laving before our readers a 
description of this interesting stock farm, a 


a visit thereto. The first thing to which the 
reporter’s attention|was directed was the 
speeding of Ebony, a handsome Knox colt, 
spd Duteb Girl, on the mile track. Then the 
large square building used for ollices,harness 
and carriage rooms, etc., adjoining the grand 
stand, was visited. On the ground tloor, 
facing tle track, isthe reception room, whose 
fineness of finish almost beggars description. 
its ceiling is verv high and the whoie is fin- 
ishedin oak. The walls are covered with 
heavy English leather paper. The ela- 
borate mantel is of oak with unique 
tiling, and the furniture is rich, heavy and 
antique, and uponthe floor is a gorgeous 
Wilton carpet. Just back of the reception 
rvom is the oflice and harness room, finished 
in oiled pine and handsomely furnished. In 
the rear of this room is the large carriage 
repository, also finished in oiled pine. The 
second story contains a large hall which will 
be fitted up for a billiard room, and ten ele- 
gant bed-rooms elegantly furnished for the 
accommodation of invited guests. (n this 
iloor is also the room of the veterinary sur- 
geon. Inthe cupola of this building is a 
tunk, made of boiler-iron, with 
a capacity of 5000 gallons, which 
is kept filled by a steam pump in the 
basement, Which has a capacity of 150 gallons 
per minute. The wateris obtained froma 
well twenty-on2 feetdeep and nine feet in 
diameter, and holding 5,000 gallons. To 
further guard against fire, five fire-plugs are 
contiguous to the stables, and are supplied 
with about 400 feet of hose. In addition to 
this, the Trenton Fire Department could be 
sunmmoned by telephone. Inthe cellar of the 
carriage-house, besides the force pump, is a 
steam engine and boiler, which heats the 
building and cooks the food for the horses. 
Besides this structure there are the 
following: Main barn, with 20 box 
and 40 shingle stalls; the colt barn, with 
twenty-four box stalis, capable of holding 
forty-eight colts: the training stable, with 
tifty box stalls: the grand stand barn, with 
seventeen box stalis, for brood mares and 
coits; the stallion stable. with five box and 
six single stalls; the grain barn, recently 
built by Cubberly & Kafer, and probably the 
largest barn in this section; a ‘cow barn: a 
barn for the farm work horses and mules:a 
barn for farming implements: the blacksmith 
shop; grand stand with seating 
capacity of 2,000: Mr. Smith’s residence 
near the race track, Which he occupies about 
three months each year; (;eneral Manager 
Riddle’s residence near the ehtrance and 
four other residences for employes. Inside 
of the large square formed bythe stock barns 
are large and substantial paddocks in which 
to exercise the horses in the winter. Inside 
of the sqare formed by the paddocks is a ma- 
nure pit six feet deep and 150 feet square, 
with acement bottom. Into this pit all the 
manure is deposited dally. " 

The proprietor of this gramd establishment, 
H. N.Smith, as we said before,is a prominent 
New York banker,and except in the summer 
resides at Fifth avenue and Forty-fifth street, 
inthe city named. He is inthe prime of life 
and his wealth is estimated at over a million 
dollars. tieisathorough lover of horses, 
und while he spends hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in developing superior stock, he is 
in no sense a gambler orajfockey.

A Recipe for Koumiss. 
From the New York Mail. 

It is generally believed that koumiss can be 
made of mare’s milk only. But we are as- 
sured thatthe koumiss prepared by the ful- 
lowing receipe is equal in all respects to the 
best imported: Into one quart of new milk 
put one gill of fresh buttermilk and three or 
four jumps of white sugar. Mix well and see 
thatthe sugar dissolves. Put ina warm 
place to stand ten hours, when it will -be 
thick. Pour from one vessei to another un- 
til it becomes smooth and uniform in consist- 
ency. Bottle and keep in a warm place 
twenty-four hours: it may take thirty-six in 
winter. The bottles must be tizhtlv corked 
and the corks tied down. Shake well five 
minutes before opening.

In the death of this well-known and pure- 
minded gentleman the community will gen- 
erally recognize how great the loss to those 
who knew him intimately, and especially to 
his own on om’ circle. 

In an experience of forty years of active life 
on Western and Southern rivers, occupying 
the prominent position of master of some of 
the finest boats mat ype them, probably 
there is no position of civil life vetter calcu- 
Jated to develop a man’s true character or to 
afford the .public a better opportunity to 
judge of it. 

Capt. Rider commenced his career ag a boat- 
man in 1844, agreeable to my recollection, and 
continued it Detater cuptes un 111878. From 
that time until bis a \Augua ee he 
was apinvalid, not contind to his house

| but afew days before his death. The disease 


of which he died (cancer) developed early 
and made slow but sure progress, indicating 
to him and his friends the certainty of the re- 
sult inthe near future.

In our intimate business relationship of 
more than thirty yearsI never knew Capt. 
Rider to so far forget himself as to speak an 
unkind or a profane word. He was pro- 
verbially kind and generous to a fault. as 
will be testified to by thousands who have 
known him under all circumstances andin 
many of themosttrying positions, Of his 
honesty none ever doubted who knew him 

To one so generally known as Capt. Rider 
was, itis hardly necessary to refer in detail 
to the numerous positions he has filled dur- 
ing his river life. 

will, however, asa matter of record, re- 
ort the recollections of some of his old 
riends, Who may feel an interest in review- 
ing earlier associations, by recalling 
the names of such boats as occurtome which 
were built or navigated by him. 

His first steamboat was the Timolian, 
built and navigated by himself on the Illinois 
River. Thesecond was the Prairie State, 
built by bim atthe same place and for the 
sametrade. Both of tle e were good boats, 
well adapted to the trade for which they were 
designed, and established unmistakably the 
genius and the enterprise of the builder. 

After disposing of these boats, he became 
associated with the St. Lonis and Naples 
Packet Company, in which company he was 
still a highly esteemed member at the time 
of his death. 

During his association with this company 
he was in command of the following named 
boats, together with several others the names 
of which are not recollected, viz.: ; 

Niagari, Brunette, Time and Tide, Persia, 
Messenger, Cataract, Belle Gould, Adriatic, 
Jobn B. Carson, Post Boy, James. E. Wood- 
ruff, Fannie Lewis, Clara, Walter B. Dance, 
Alice,Time and Tide No.2, Wm.J. Lewis, Post 
Boy No. 2, Marcella, Imperial, Belle of Pike, 
Empress, Mountaineer, Fannie Lewis, Joe 
eens Calhoun, Mary Boyd, and Lady 

ee. 

In recalling the names of these boats, pleas- 
ant recollections will recur to thousands of 
passengers andto suberdinate officers who 
have enjoyed the courtesy and kindness of 
their genial commander, whose memory 
will live fresh in their recollections among 
the pleasant things of life. 

The Captain was raised at Truro, on the 
bleak shores of Massachusetts Bay, andit was 
there he received his tirst lessonsin nautical 
life from his father, who for many years was 
known as one ofthe most successful com- 
manders of sailing vessels out of New Eng- 
land portsto all parts of the commercial 
world. 

While buta mere stripling of a boy the 
subject of this imperfect sketch spent 
his leisure hours in building and sail- 
ing ~* small water eraft on the 
waters of the bay, and not infrequently ven- 
tured faroutto sea in fishing smacks and 
coasting vessels of which he was made mas- 
terincommand. His enterprise and ambi- 
tion soon turned his mindto the then ‘‘far 
West,” and, incompany witha few friends, 
he started to seek a fortune in the great Mis- 
sissippi Valley. After a short residence in 
Michigan and Iowa he located in St. Louis, 
where he remained but a few years and took 
up a prominent residence at Griggsville, LIl. 
where he married and continued tolive (when 
at home) inthe enjoyment of a fondly-cher- 
ished family, which seemed to be the pride 
and only object for which he lived. 
He left a family of four daughters and one 
son, all comfortably provided for, but this 
thought seemed to give him great eonsolation 
during his last hours of connsciousness. It 
was in the domestic relations of life that his 
kindness and genial temperament were best 
illustrated, and none but those who enjoyed 
the privilege of that acquaintance can fully 
appreciate the loss. He passed away at the 
age of sixty-six years.

ro the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This cinder from ‘‘the model fire depart- 
ment’’ was blown into the columns ot yester- 
day’s Republican: 

“The insurance men who proclaimed a 
couple of days ago that Chicago had the best 
fire department in the country, and St. Louis 
the worst one, could not be found yesterday. 
That $1,000,000 fire in Chicago Friday night 
was too much for them.’’ 

Precisely what ‘‘insarance men’’ are meant, 
inasmuch as the opinions of about all the local 
agents are one way, cannot be determined. 
The writer can vouch that one of them was 
‘*found’’ in his oflice on that day engaged in 
paying some of the losses needlessly imposed 
upon his companies by the blundering of ‘ ‘the 
best fire department in the world.’’ 


As to the ‘‘million-dollar fire in Chicago,’’ 
it was not in Chicago at all, but in the 
town of Lake. The locality is over five miles 
fromthe Chicago City Hall.

Manager Pope Improves and Greatly 
Beautifies His House. 


——_ 


On the night of April ‘) the last performance 
was civen in the old Grand Opera~house. Mr. 
and Mrs. McKee Rankin closed the theater 
with a performance of “The Danites,” and 
scarcely bad the lights been dimmed, and the 
last member of the audience left the door, 
whenthe sounds of hammer and axe rang 
through the building, and the work of de- 
molition was begun. Seats were torn from 
their fastenings, the scenery was hurried from 
the stage, partitions and foorings were giving 
way before the blows of numerous workmen, 
and almost before the thousand or more peo- 
ple who witnessed that night’s performance 
were in their beds the old Opera-house had 


been stripped of its ornamentation and its 


entire interior wasa total wreck. Daylight 
looked in through the rafters of the roof, 
down through the stripped joists of the yal- 


feries, into the cellar, where men and teams: 


were already engaged in the work of excava- 
tion. Next day the destruction was complete 
and the work of reconstruction was begun. 
The last lines on the beautiful souvenir 
satin programmes distributed at the clos- 
ing performance consisted of the following 
annovncement to the  publiic: “The 
new Grand Opera-house will open for the 
reguiar dramatic season Monday, August 2), 
1881.”’ The fulfilment of this promise is at 


hand. Dayand night the work on the new 
theater bas been pusbed persistently by all 
the parties interested in it, until] now such 
progress bas been made that little more re- 
‘mainsthantosweep out the establishment 
and brush the dust from the chairs. For the 
tious manner in which the work has 
been curried on, great credit is due not 
ouly to Mr. Cobb, the architect, and the 
artisans engaged in the reconstruction, but to 
Mr. Pierre Chouteau, who, with Mr. John 
‘W. Norton, has built the theater, and who 
has from the very start given his personal 
supervision and earnest attention to the im- 
provement and beautifying of the 
house. Mr. Norton also bas been 
‘assiduous in his uttention to the work, 
and, indeed, nobody who had the slightest 
interest has been dilatory in helping the New 
’ ra-house ajong toits completion. ° 
e theater as it now stands is a vastim- 
npr upon the old place of amusement. 
scene of bewildering beauty has been set 
down between the four sturdy walls that 
have been standing for a quarter of a century, 
and all who look upon the place pronounce it 
‘mot only the handsomest but altogether one 
of the finest and best taeaters in the country. 
‘Certain itis a, great deal of care has been 
taken with it, both in planning and executing 


_. the work. The design for the present interior 


was chosen from a large number of plans, 
and the artists and artisans in 
‘perfecting the ideas oof the ar- 
chitect have labored with a view 
to surpass all their former efforts in their 
respective lines.

The ceiling 
of the dome is frescoed in imitation of satin 
in blue and white, the latter color mak- 
ing the figure, and the whole changing 
hue as the visitor views it from different 
standpoints. The cupolas are in the genre 
style, in eight panels. The center cupola has 
four panels decorated with medallions treated 
in stucco, and representing respectively 
‘‘Music,” “Poetry,’”? ‘*Tragedy,’? and the 
general arts. The other panels are orna- 
mental, aud are displayed ona gold ground. 
The cove is a general groundwork of gold, 
and the decoration ts in the —— Annestyle, 
with figures and tropical leaf work. The 
moldings are done in gold, white, blue, and 
black, harmonizing with the ceiling. Over the 
center of the stage there is a medallion 
symbolic of Music, alyre ani other instru- 
ments being judiciously distributed in the 
picture and tropical plants and flowers ex- 
tending from the lower portion of it across 
the surface of the cove. The same floral 
ornamentation is foundinthe corners. The 
proscenium arch is beautified by the fleur de 
lis, gold, blue and silver-white being the 
prevailing tints. The proscenium boxes are 
in pearl gray, green and eye the columns 
being in gold and blue and the canopies in 
grayish blue with gold figures 
representing shell work. The moldings 
are decorated with plain figures 
in gold, black and blue. The vestibule is fres- 
coed in the (Jueen Anne style; there are three 
panels on a buff ground covered witha hight 
spray of flowers; the panels are ornamental 
and these with a deep blue border are relieved 
with tropical plants and bright flowers; the 
cone is done inthe pearl gray which blends 
nicely into the light French gray of the walls. 
The frescoing is indeed a delight to the eye 
and will be one of the features that will call 
for special commendation at the opening. 

Leaving the auditorium the stage improve- 
ments may be noted. The stage 
opening is 56 feet, its depth 44 feet. 
There are two sets of fiy-galleries, and as 
no scenery Will be kept there exceptsuch as 
is absolutely required by the play, and as 
there are no dressing-rooms within its pre- 
cinets, the space gained is great and the ail- 
vantages many. The orchestra have two 
levels, on either of which they are not visible 
to the audience. Allthe dressing-rooms are 
in the Sixth street building. The vreen room 
is here, too. 
right behind it is the 
lp stairs are six other dressing - 
rooms, and down in the basement are 
two rooms for the ‘‘supers.”’ Adjoining the 
‘‘supers,”? quarters is the boiler and engine 
room, Which is perfectly fire-proof. Behind 
thut is a small room given upto the dynamo- 
electric machine for supplying the electric 
lights, several of Which are now in success- 
ful operation. Herman Heisler, the St.Louis 
Edison, who has 225 lamps burning in the 
city, is suppiying the Opera-house and has a 
contract with Mr. Norton for twenty lamps. 
The ventilation of the house is as perfect as 
could be desired, a large Sturde- 
vant fan under the stage forc- 
ing cold air into the audito - 
rium in the summer and hot air in 
the winter. 

Messrs. Noxon, Halleyfana Toomey have 
paimted forty sets of scenery for the new house, 
and the curtain, Which presents a mountain 

icture set in a heavy frame, and entitled, 

‘The Land We Live In,’”’ is pronounced the 
finest piece of work turned eut here. 

The house will be tighted by electricity, 
and an electric apninciator placed 
on the stage will communicate 
with every room in_ the building. 
The fire-escape facilities are many. Be- 
sides the usual exits, there are eight escapes 
on the first floor, six on the second and two 
stairways from the gallery communicating 
with the outside galleries. A tire-proof wall 
separates the stage from the auditorium, and 
the curtain will be fire-proof, its composition 
being wire mesh and asbestos cloth. 

The carpets, which are rich.and costly, have 
been furnished by Messrs. Kennard & Sons.

Pope’s Theater. 

Manager Pope, recognizing the advantage 
of keeping abreast of the times, has made 
several important changesin the intenor of 
his theater, andit is now one of the most 
charming houses in the city. Mr. 
Pope did not begin the work of improvement 
until about the Ist of August, but it has been 
pushed forward so rapidly that it was re- 
opened last night, furnished, and sucb a 
metamorphosis has been effected that none 
ofthe old patrons will be able to recognize 
any more than a suggestion of the old house 
in the mew one. 

The exterior has been neatly vrushed up, 
even the two huge street lamps having re- 
ceived their share of color and gilding. The 
doors to the main entrance are painted in im- 
itation of mahogany with panels and finish- 
ing of ash. The inner doors in the vestibule 
are treated in the same way, and the 
vestibule itself will be papered 
in a new and beautiful design = of 
ornamentation Which has been prepared ex- 
pressiy for this theater in New York City. 
The ceiling of the vestibule contains mahoga- 
ny and ash panels, and there is, beside, a 
warm paperipg of gold and biack intiles that 
sete oif the place charmingly. 


Entering the theater, a great improvement 
is noted. The dress circle has been boxed in 
from-wall to wall, a partition reaching from 
floor to ceiling, with small windows 
ataheight of about four feet, all the way 
around, cutting off the auditorium from the 
lobby or foyer and at once acting as a protec- 
tion to the audience from the noises usually 
heard about the doorways while it prevents 
the escape of the sounds from the stage up 
the gallery stairways. This partition will 
creutly improve the acoustics of the houvxe. 
It is, however, only one of the improvements 
made With a view to this objeci. A fénr 
foot excavation has been made under the 
auditorium, and the stage brought out about 
six feet. These changes,it is thought, will 
overcome the single objection that has always 
been urged against Pope’s Theatre—that a 
person could not hear anything distinctly 
from the stage. The partition behind the 
dress circle 1s ornamented in the Queen Anne 
stvie in mahogany and ash, and the numerous 
sinal] windows will be curtained in gend’arme 
blue and old gold. The walls and Jower ceil- 
ings of the house have been covered with a rich 
paper of gold and silver. The box walis be- 
tween the second tier and gallery have been 
covered with a bold and beautiful effect that 
is particularly attractive at night. This con- 
Sists of a tropical scene—palm trees and 
siupt leaves in a richly decorated vase, 
Wrought on copper-colored paper and artisti- 
cally grouped so as to produce an agreeabte 
and yet striking picture. Another pretty ef- 
fect is obtained on the walls of the 
lress circle, where a field dado of gold, 
broken at intervals by bunches of larve leaves 
and sprays of ferns, ruusalone the eatire 
length of the wall. 

lbut the creutest improvement that has 
been made in Pope’s, and the one that 
first meets the eve of the visitor,: bas taken 
place nearthe stage. In addition to the car- 
rving forward of the stage, the orchestra 
level has been so changed that nobody buttbe 
lbgder i# seen, the remainder of the inu- 
sivians silting under the stage, facing ther 
directer. The stage boxes have been meta- 
morphesed and beautified in a manner that 
challenges admiration. The side walls have 
been troken into, next to the dress circie, 
and three arches with tiny pillars are to be 
eeen where formérly there was a blank wall. 
The boxes are decorated in bronze, gold, 
cream chocolate, mauve, and olive, yold 
and bronze predominating 80 as to produce a 
verv pleasing effect. 

‘The small pillars in the arches are in <olia 
bronze with lizbt lines of gold to relieve them. 
The hangings of the boxes are particulariy 
attractive. The lambrequins are of old wold 
plush with crimson trimmings and lace, und 
thereisatab lambrequin foided across the 
brass bar atthe top ofthe box ana falling 
gracefullyoverthe o/d yold drapery. This 
umbrequin isin gen‘arm blue with « deep 
(pd heavy fringe of old void. All the boxes 
ére draped in this manner, and the sizht 
bo doubt sends the Jadies into an ecstacy

A feature that comes in for no small 


share of attention is the new drop curtain by 
Ernest Albert, the scenic artist. Itis a high- 
ly original and eminently successful effort for 
this young and already quite famous artist. 
The idea embodied in the work is as 
bold as it has been beautifully 
executed. § There is 2 courageous 
departure from the conventional, and a grace 
aad ease of outline and warmth ef color that 
surpasses any of the previous attempts at 
curtain salating made in this city. The de- 
sign is drapery and the prominent feature is 
a small medallion painting set in the center of 
a white satin curtain. The painting is a late 
autumn scene on Lake George, and it looks 
for all the world as if ,one of Cropsy’s 
pictures had been cut from its 
frame and worked into the 
The medallionis surrounded by a filagreé 
framework of gold with occasional flower8e 
Tothe righta drapery of old-gold plush is 
covered by a curtain of crimson, and near the 
right lower corner an ornamented Egyptian 
vase is placed holding fan-shaped foliage aad 
bright flowers. To the left the old-gold 
plush and crimson draperies are drawn back to 
reveal two columns of Italian marble, at the 
base of which stands another orna- 
mental vase with — i foliage 
and flowers. The satin 
curtain is slashed with four lines of black and 
gold, a border of flowers runs across the 
lower edge, and the golden tassels rest upon 
steps of black marble, covered with a Persian 
rug, upon which are thrown three wreaths of 
laurel, as if they had been thrown to the ac- 
tors, but had fallen outside the curtain. The 
curtain border, which is fifteen deep, is done 
in bronze and crimson. There 
is a center table representing 
two bronze griffins supporting a medallion 
of a Roman warrior; a freeze of navy ‘lue 
with silver figures representing a fhnieral or 
wedding procession in ancientj times runs 
across the front, and thelupper ground is old 
goid with embroidered figures.

for his interest in these Black Range claims. 
He considered that he had a bigger thing than 
the Comstock lode, In this same Black Range 
lie the old Spanish Santa Rita mines, which a 
century aco produced a large part of the 
copper that went into the world’s commerce, 
the bullion being transported on the backs of 
donkeys to the City of Mexico and thenee 
shipped to Spain. Explorations show that 
in New Mexico the Spaniards and the Indians 
did the most of their mining. They worked 
where the richest mineral was to be found.

contrivances. Soitis actually the fact that 
inceding New Mexicotothe United States 
r old Mexico actually gave away the best of her 
mining country. The evidences of the old 
time mines abound, and by simply opening 
these there is developed the presence of rich 
bodies of ore. You see they could do noth- 
ing with vertical shafts—hadn’t the machin- 
ery—and .they drifted in b inclined 
plane inmany places, digzing shafts in the 
rocks, a regular staircase by which to get 
down to the ore.’”’

“What were your reasons, Mr. Fitch,” 
asked the reporter, ‘*for desiring such an ex- 
hibit?”? 

“You know the Missouri Immigration 
Society, of which I am the president, is sup- 
ported by the merchants, but so far the con- 
tributions have not been large enough to 


operate our plans on the extended scale 
first determined on. In the _ interest 
of this movement I had frequent 
communications with prominent business men 
and although as a rule mostof them showed 
a perfect appreciation of the value of pro- 
moting immigration as a business measure, 
yet I also ran across many notable exceptions. 
One wealthy man, a former Republican Con- 
gressinan too, said: ‘A million dollars fora 
good Republican newspaper, but nothing 
for immigration.’ One big hardware 
man said: ‘] don’t now _i that 
immigration will dome any good.’ A prom- 
inent street car owner and former Congress - 
man wrote that he was not ‘inclined to ask 
bis road to subscribe for any such purpose.’ 
In fact it became necessary to put the subject 
before the people ina. thoroughly practical 
way and one which they would understand. 
It is well known what vast sums have been 
spent to people the Northwest, and how thor- 
oughly wisethe investment wasis shown bv 
the growth of Chicago. It was therefore a fair 
comparison to give the geographical location 
of the twocities and the density oftheir trade 
populations and then to exhibit the result of 
this tributary populationin the amount of 
business done in eachcity. This has been 
done, and, although expecting a bad showing 
for St. Louis, I must confess I was astonished 
when the comparative figures were placed 
before me.”

THE COLLECT OR’S CHARGE. 


He Swoops Down Upon Six Hundred 
Hotel and Buoarding-House Keepers. 


Collector Hudson is about to wage War 
against the hotel and boardine-house Keep- 
ers. There appearsto heanoble array of 
six hundred of them inthis city who have 
steadfastly resisted the fifty cent room ordi- 
nance,and they are disposed to fizht to the 
bitter end, the court of last resort. No 
measure of license has been more 


unpopular than the room ordinance. It is an 
outgrawth of the new order of things intrvo- 
duced by the scheme and charter and imposes 
upon every hotel and boarding house keeper 
renting out more than four rooms an annual 
license of 50 cents for each room. Fornearly 
four years the Collector and the hotel and 
boarding-house keepers have been at 
loggerbeads over the matter and the litiga- 
tion thus farhas favored the city’s claim. 
The tinal appeal is now pending in the Su- 
preme Court, but the C ollector cannot wait 
upon that sternwheel department of justice 
and he is forced to adopt. the stern measures 
provided by the ordinance for 
the punishmert of delinquents. The 
600 ickers have #8 been duly notified 
that unless they pay up all arrears and the 
license forthe coming year during the next 
few days, the cuses will be reported to the 
Police Court and the ordinance will be en- 
forced at that bar. The delinquents can be 
required to pay double the amount of license 
due in each case or a maximum sum 
of $500. About fifty boarding-house keepers 
elected not to join in the fight and have paid 
their license-dues regularly since the opera- 
tion of the obnoxious ordinance. For then 
a special reward is laid up within the pearly 
gates where collectors gather not and board- 
ing-houses are unknown. The large hotel- 
keepers have been prominent in resisting the 
license, and they look yet hopefully to the 
Supreme bench at Jefferson City for relief. 
DELINQUENT MERCHANTS. 

Another bold stand is to be taken by the 
Collector this week. There are no less thun 
1,000 merchants delinquent upon their stock 
and sale license, due July 1. The merchants’ 
ordinance ca'ls for payment of $2 per thou- 
sand on stock and $1 per thousand on sales. 
The penalty is the assessment of double 
the amount on stock and =~<sales’. or 
fine of $25 to $500 for each offense. The mer- 
chants have been notified that they must pay 
up atonce orface the musicin the Police 
Court.
